Some of the decks below were entirely flooded Those In which they 
could work at all were swirling with battered furniture, watersoaked 
storm -tossed stores and other debris which had to be passed up through 
the hatches before the work of shorm g up the bulkhead could begin.

They sweated, .strained and 
pushed 4x4 shoring timbers into place.

Answer Not Easy 
Now of course It would bi* easy for 
the big three to treat Spain's malady 
roughly. A lot of folk are asking why 
the United Nations should be con­ 
siderate in the case of Spain when 
we have Just fought the bloodiest 
war of history to exterminate Nazism 
and Fascism. Why not use the big 
st ick? 
T m afraid the answer isn’t quite 
so easy as that. After all. sovereignty 
Is the mightiest Item among the 
many nations, great and small, which 
came so close to slavery at the hands 
of the Axis The Big Three un­ 
doubtedly would prefer that Spain 
cure herself. That attitude has been 
pursued even in the case of Italy 
Here It should be emphasized that 
there’s a difference between "Spain 
and the Franco Faiange party which 
Is in power. The Generalissimo con­ 
sorted with Hitler and Mussolini 
throughout 
the 
war—something 
which none of the United Nations 
can forgive. Apart from that Mos­ 
cow won't soon forget that the 
Franco regime has been violently 
anti-Communisttc from the start and 
was pitted against the Communists 
in the civil war that brought him 
to power. 
Britain's Attitude 
Britain, while roundly condemn­ 
ing Madrid's dealings with Hitler 
and Mussolini, has more than once 
shown a desire to give Spain a 
chance to rehabilitate herself. Prime 
Minister Churchill gave an indica­ 
tion of that last year when he told 
Commons that he looked forward to 
increasingly 
good 
relations 
with 
Spain and to "an extremely fertile 
trade between Spurn and tilts coun­ 
try (Britain)” during the war and 
after the peace. 
That brought Mr. Churchill some 
sharp criticism from his own people, 
and his "kindly words,” as they came 
to be described in the press, also 
caused some speculation in America 
and other countries. British Minister 
of Information Brendan Bracken 
then issued a statement that Church­ 
ill’s remarks were no different than 
those that he made on September 8, 
1940. a few months after he became

Washington, July 13 (AP)—Men 26 
or over who do not meet the Army’s 
regular physical standards are free 
today to change jobs without draft 
board permission. 
At the request of the Army, Selec­ 
tive Service last night relaxed its 
regulations to exclude these men 
from the possibility of induction as 
job jumpers. 
Heretofore these registrants who 
switched employment without ap­ 
proval of their board could 
be 
drafted for limited army service. 
Tile job-jumper penalties, invoked 
six months ago to nip a trend away*! 
from war work, remain in effect 
for all physically fit men, as well 
as for registrants under 26 who fall 
shy of regular requirements. 
Men in the latter group who fail 
to clear job changes will continue 
to be inducted under relaxed physical 
standards. 
Older men freed of clearance re­ 
sponsibility are those classified in 
4-F, 2-A (F), 2-A (L), 2-B (F) and 
2-B (L). All of these are classes for 
men who do not meet regular physi­ 
cal standards. 
The Army was understood to have 
requested the change because it op­ 
poses any substantial increase in 
the number of its men not qualified 
for combat duty. In the first five 
months of this year about 52,000 job- 
jurnpers were inducted under re­ 
laxed physical standards.
